With only brief discussion, the House 
Military Affairs Committee on Tuesday, 
17 Nov., reported legislation, 8. 2723, to 
amend the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
to authorize officers to count prior inac 
tive reserve and enlisted service for all 
pay purposes. 

With even less debate the House itself, 
on 19 Nov. approved the bill and returned 
it to the Senate for acceptance of com 
mittee amendments. 

Before consideration by the full House 
Military Committee the bill had been 
given careful consideration by a subcom 
mittee headed by Representative Brooks, 
of La., and a subcommittee amendment 
sponsored by Representative Sparkman, 
of Ala., was added to the Senate bill. 

The subcommittee amendment grants 
credit for prior enlisted service for all 
pay purposes to all officers of the armed 
forces. 

Senate acceptance of the amendment 
probably will be readily forthcoming 
once the Senate considers the bill, but 
consideration will not be possible until 
the poll tax fight is concluded. 





Promote Navy Dental Surgeon 

Over the objections of the Navy De 
partment and the Bureau of Naval Per 
sonnel, the Senate Naval Affairs Commit 
tee this week reported legislation which 
would create the rank of rear admiral in 
the Navy’s Dental Corps. 

Captains of the Dental Corps, the meas 
ure provides, would be eligible for pro 
mation in the same manner us captains 
of other staff corps of the Navy. 

Rear Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Chief of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, if 
is reported, does not object to the meas 
ure. 

Strangely enough, Chairman Walsh of 
the Senate Committee did not introduce 
the bill until after the Navy Department 





had reported adversely on a similal 

House bill. The House Naval Affairs | 
Committee has taken no action on its 

measure. 





Military Railways Transferred 

Jurisdiction over the Military Railway 
Service, formerly in the hands of the 
Chief of Engineers, has been transferred 
to the Transportation Corps, the War 
Department disclosed this week. 

All activities and installations pertain 
ing to research, design, development, pro 
curement, storage and distribution of rail- 
way rolling stock for the Army are in- 
cluded in the transfer. Among the mili- 
tary personnel who are affected by the 
transfer are all officers of the Corps of 
Engineers or other branches of the Army 
whose primary assignments were in con- 
nection with the transferred activities. 
These include personnel of the Military 
Railway Service, the Railway Branch, 
Troops Division, and tae Railway Equip- 
ment Section, Procurement Branch, Sup 
ply Division, Office of the Chief Engineers. 

The War Department’s announcement 
said, however, that new railway construc- 
tion for the Army will continue to be a re 
sponsibility of the Corps of Pngineers. 


As passed by the House, 8. 2723 would: 

(1) Make clear the intent of the Con- 
gress that Reserve officers of all com- 
ponents and National Guard officers shall 
count for all pay purposes all commis- 
sioned service, active or inactive. Those 
officers may now count such service for 
longevity pay under the Pay Act, but may 
not use inactive commissioned service in 
the determination of pay periods. 

(2) Entitle Regular officers to count 
for both longevity pay purposes and de- 
termination of pay periods any inactive 
Reserve service earned before entry in 
the Regular establishments. This will 
place Regular officers on an equality with 
Reserve officers. 

(3) Entitle officers of all the services 
and their reserve components to count for 
longevity and pay periods any prior en- 
listed service. 

The enlisted service provision is in sub- 
stance a bill, H. R. 7487, sponsored by Mr. 
Sparkman. However, the original bill 
would not have made clear the right to 
count enlisted service for pay periods,

Raise Nurses’ Pay 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported and the House passed 
legislation, H.R. 7633, increasing the pay 
of members of the Army Nurse Corps and 
creating a dietitian and a physiotherapy 
corps in the Army’s Medical Department. 

The bill as sent to the Senate embodies 
the amendments suggested by the War 
Department to the original bill of Repre 
sentative Edmiston, of W. Va. 

Navy nurses, whose pay is now the 
same as Army nurses, are neglected by 
the bill. 

The bill provides pay for Army nurses 
at the rates prescribed for Regular Army 
officers, without dependents, in grades 
from the first to the sixth.

tnter Gifts Free of Duty 

The House Ways and Means Committee 
this week reported legislation which 
would permit servicemen serving over- 
seas to send home bona fide gifts up to 
$50 in value without payment of duties. 

Prompt approval by the House is like- 
ly. The Senate Finance Committee is also 
ready to act on the measure, but though 
it has had a bill, 8. 2851, before it since 
the middle of October, it may not take 
auction until the House does, for the 
measure affects the revenues and the 
Hiouse must act first on a revenue bill. 

A companion bill, H. R. 7792, intro- 
duced this week by Representative Dough- 
ton, N. ©., was the bill reported by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

A request for the legislation was sent 
to Congress last month by the War De- 
partment, with concurrence of the Treas- 
ury Department and the Budget Bureau.

An even more liberal uniform allow- 
ance bill than that reported recently by 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
was passed by the House this week after 
having been reported earlier in the week 
by its Military Affairs Committee. 

The House-approved bill, H. R. 7768, 
like the Senate bill raises the allowance 
from $150 to $250, and extends it to Na- 
tional Guard and warrant officers. 

The House bill also provides that the 
allowance shall be payable to all persons 
ordered to duty since 3 April 1989, which 
is the date of approval of the first Army 
expansion act—the Air Corps-Panama 
Coast Artillery act. 

It is also provided that officers now in 
grades above that drawing the pay of the 
third pay period shal] receive the allow 
ance, if their initial call to active duty 
was in the third pay period or iower. 

In its report on the measure the Mili 
tary Committee stated: 

“Bach officer commissioned from an offi 
cers’ candidate school or from civilian life, as 
well as each officer of a reserve component 
called to active duty, is thereupon faced with 


the necessity of providing himself with re 


quired wearing apparel costing upwards of 
$250. A uniform of like cost is required in 


the case of each warrant officer. The result 
ing financial burden is not so great upon of 
ficers of field or higher grade, but in many 
cases officers commissioned in the company 
grades and warrant officers are not financial 
ly able to provide themselves with the re 
quired apparel, Although a uniform allow 
ance of $250 is now provided for officers of 


the Naval Reserve, existing laws only par 
tially meet the problem as to officers of the 
army.” 


The committee pointed out that present 
law works injustices against the Reserve 
officer who has performed peacetime duty 
in favor of the officer who has performed 
no such duty. It continued: 

“National Guard officers, as such, are 
within the provisions of the existing uniform 
allowance laws, although any person commis 
sioned in the Natonal Guard of the United 
States below the grade of major on or sub 
sequent to 26 Sept, 1941 may receive the al 
lowance, provided he has not prior thereto 
held a commission in any other component 
of the Army. This has resulted in authoriz 
ing payment of the allowance to some Na 
tional Guard officers, while such payment is 
denied to others 

“There is no 
authorizing payment of a uniform allowance 
to warrant officers, except that provided for 
flight officers in section 6 of the Act of 8 
July 1942 

“The proposed measure would repeal all ex 
ixting laws authorizing the payment of uni 
form allowances to officers and flight officers 
of the Army of the United States. It would 
validate all payments of such allowances 
heretofore made, and grant a uniform al 
lowance of $250, less any amount heretofore 
received for such purpose, to each officer (ex 
cept graduates of the United States Military 
Academy) who was on active duty 3 April 
1989 (the date of approval of the Act carry 
ing out the recommendations of the Presi 
dent in his message of 12 January 1939, as 
to national defense) or thereafter entering 
upon such duty, in any of the company 
grades, or as warrant officers (including flight 
officers), and not entitled to receive the pay 
of the fourth or higher pay period on 3 April 
1939, or on the date of entrance upon such 
duty The legislation is of a temporary 
nature, and the allowance is payable only to

Nation’s Press Overjoyed at Miraculous Rescue of Captain Rickenbackeyf ,, 


Navy Department in Washington announced that Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker 
and Col. Hans C. Anderson, and five other crew members of an Army plane missing 
over the Pacific since 21 Oct., had been rescued. One crewman, Sgt. Alexander 
Kaczmarczyk died and was buried at sea. 

“The Ace had turned up,” and all rejoiced. Then the War Department told how 
Captain Rickenbacker and Private John F. Bartek were forced to be lashed to the 
wings of the small Navy plane and taxied forty miles to its base. Only Colonel Ander- 
son could squeeze into the small cockpit of the plane, piloted by Lt. W. F. Eadie, 
USN, with L. H. Bouette, USN, serving as radioman. 

Here, then, is what the nation’s editors had to say about the miraculous rescue: 

The Detroit News says simply: “Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker and his men, miracu- 
lously rescued in the South Pacific after having been lost for more than three weeks, 
may be sure of a world-wide sigh of relief at their good fortune.” The Minneapolis 
Star echoes: “Eddie has been spared providentially for further service to the nation 
he has already served so well, and it is a safe conjecture that he will throw himself 
into that task now with the new energy of a man who is living on borrowed time.” 
In this connection, we are told Captain Rickenbacker, although requiring at least 
two weeks of hospitalization, has already expressed his desire to complete the mis- 
sion to which he was assigned by the Secretary of War. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer adds: “One might have thought he was too old to 
win new medals in this war, but in recent months he toured the airfields of England, 
then set out for the Pacific. No one will dare say we have heard the last of him yet. 
It will surprise no American if he turns up in Tokyo or Berlin with the keys to the 
city dangling from his belt.” 

The Dayton Herald reflects that “somehow Eddie Rickenbacker personifies the 
recklessness and dash and luck which are characteristically American. We Americans 
always have been the luckiest people on earth,” the Herald says and “we like to

think our luck is due to our superior ability. In the case of Eddie Rickenbacker, » 
know it is.” 

“The rescue,” says the Cleveland Dispatch, “points to the vast machinery of gi 
and water forces available to the United States. It is no small task to scour go yay 
an area as the mid-southern part of the Pacific, but it was done effectively and y 
a result Rickenbacker and his men have lived to join the many other courageoy 
Americans who have had so many perilous and high adventures during this war, 
Eddie Rickenbacker’s loss and rescue,” declares the Dispatch, “is a kind of symby 
of the times.” 

More detailed is the editorial expression of the Los Angeles Times, which says: 

“The rescue, safe and sound of Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker and five out of gi 
others of his party, is the most cheering bit of news with which fickle fortune favor 
us in many hours well packed with good luck and notable achievement. . . . He jy 
one of our typical American heroes—perhaps the most typical of them all. Most ¢ 
his 52 years have been spent in ultrahazardous pursuits—as a daredevil race drive 
in the days when automobile racing was the undertaker’s best business, as enliste 
driver for General Pershing in France, as organizer and leader of our most spectay. 
lar World War I air pursuit squadron, winner of the Congressional Medal and D. §.¢ 
with nine palms, victor in scores of individual dogfights with Germany’s best flyey 
—of whom he personally shot down 26—postwar captain of the aviation industry, 
survivor of an airliner crash, which last year killed seven and even ‘dented’ hip 
government expert and champion of our World War II air fighters and finally hey 
of an important military mission to the Far Pacific.”

President Congratulates 
Eisenhower 


President Roosevelt has sent the fol- 
lowing message to Lt. Gen. Dwight D.

first phase of an extremely difficult opera- 
tion has been executed, but even more be- 
cause of the evident perfection of the coopera- 
tion between the British and American forces, 
Give my personal thanks to Admiral Cun- 
ningham and the other British leaders for 
their vital and skillful assistance without 
which the operation could not have been 
undertaken. Franklin D, Roosevelt.” 





Coast Guard’s Women’s Reserve 


The Senate has approved legislation, 
H. R. 7629, which creates a women’s re- 
serve in the Coast Guard and makes other 
changes in the Coast Guard Auxillary 
and Reserve act. 

Amendments made by the Senate Com- 
merce Committee, adopted by the Senate, 
strike out provisions of the House bill 
which would permit WARCOGs to serve 
overseas and to receive regular pensions 
if they do so. 

The House this week accepted the Sen- 
ate amendments to the bill and sent the 
measure to the President. 

Discussing the Senate amendments on 
the House floor, Chairman Bland of the 
House Merchant Marine Committee 
stated, “When the bill was reported out 


by the Committee on Merchant Marine . 


and Fisheries, it provided that those aux- 
iliaries should be sent outside of conti- 
nental United States. It was thought they 
might possibly be sent to Hawaii, Alaska 
and other places, while such a provision is 
not contained in the bill creating a sim- 
ilar service for the Navy. 

“The Coast Guard is under the Navy 
at the present time, and while a provis- 
ion of that kind or a similar provision 
was desirable, it was thought that it 
would be better to work it out as appli- 
cable to both organizations under the 
Same regulations,” 


Prohibition Bill Blocked 

By a 19-to-44 roll call vote, the Senate 
this week declined to consider a bill, 8S. 
860, which would restore prohibition to 
a great part of the United States. The 
bill, sponsored by the late Senator Shep- 
pard, of Texas, came up on a routine call 
of the calendar. 

The bill would permit the Secretaries 
of War and the Navy to prohibit the sale 
of alcoholic beverages in the vicinity of 
Army and Navy installations. 





Victory in the Solomons 


American Naval and Marine forces, as- 
sisted by Army aircraft from Australia 
and New Caledonia, under General Doug- 
las MacArthur’s command, have scored 
a tremendous victory against the Japa- 
nese Navy, whose losses reported by the 
Navy this week totaled 28 ships sunk, 
including possibly two battleships, and 
10 ships, all war vessels—damaged. (The 
Navy said that there might be some dupli- 
cation in its two reports, final word on 
which must wait for receipt of word 
from the Naval commander in that area.) 

Clearly, then, it was a great victory for 
our forces, under command of Vice Adm. 
William F. Halsey, commander of Naval 
forces in the South Pacific. Our hold on 
precious Guadalcanal has been secured, 
and a great enemy armada has been shat- 
tered. 


Pick Old Names for New 


The USS Wasp and USS Langley again 
will meet the enemy. 

To honor the aircraft carrier which so 
successfully carried fighter plane rein- 
forcements to the embattled Island of 
Malta and later fought so well in the 
waters around the Solomon Islands, prior 
to her loss on 15 September, the aircraft 
earrier USS Oriskany, now building, will 
be renamed the USS Wasp. 

The name USS Langley will be per- 
petuated by an aircraft carrier being con- 
verted from a cruiser under construction 
at the New York Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion, Camden, N. J.

North Africa Offensive 


Indications were late this week that 
combat action in North Africa would be- 
come increasingly intensified as American 
and British troops on both sides of Ger- 
man General Rommel continued to press 
his forces which are seeking to escape a 
terrible trap. 

As political problems seemed at least 
temporarily settled in North Africa, our 
troops, including parachute units, took 
up advanced positions in Tunisia, and the 
certain fight with German units loomed 
close, as already patrol skirmishes were 
reported. 














General Lejeune Dies 

Lt. Gen. John Archer Lejeune, USMC- 
Ret., former Major General Commandant 
of the Marine Corps, commander of the 
2nd Division during the World War, died 
Friday, 20 Nov., at the Union Memorial 
Hospital, Baltimore, Md. He is survived 
by his wife and three daughters, Mrs. 
Glennon, wife of Capt. James B. Glennon, 
USN; Miss Laura T. Lejeune, and Miss 
Eugenia D. Lejeune. 

One of the greatest figures in Marine 
Corps history, General Lejeune was born 
10 Jan. 1867, at Pointe Coupee Parish. 
La. He graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1888, and the Army War Col- 
lege in 1910.

Hailing the tremendous Naval victory 
ip the Solomons and the successful North 
African offensive, President Roosevelt de- 
dared this week that “it would seem that 
the turning point of this war has at last 
heen reached,” but warned that “this is 
yo time for exultation. There is no time 


.for anything but fighting and working to 


win,” he said in an address delivered be- 
fore the New York Herald Tribune 
Forum. 

The Solomons engagement, he declared, 
“was one of the great battles of our his- 
tory,” and he pa‘d high tribute to the 
men who executed the attacks against the 
Japanese vessels. 

Here’s how the President 
part of the action: 

“A few days ago, as our Army advanced 
through North Africa, on the other side of 
the world our Navy was fighting what was 
one of the great battles of our history, 

“A very powerful Japanese force was mov- 
ing at night toward our positions in the 
Solomon Islands, The spearhead of the force 
that we sent to intercept the enemy was under 
the command of Rear Admiral Daniel J. 
Callaghan. He was aboard the leading ship, 
the cruiser San Francisco. 

“The San Francisco sailed right into the 
eemy fleet—right through the whole enemy 
feet-—her guns blazing. She engaged and hit 
three enemy vessels, sinking one of them. 
At point-blank range, she engaged an enemy 
hattleship—heavily her superior in size and 
fire-power. She silenced this battleship’s big 
guns and so disabled her that she could be 
sunk by torpedoes from our destroyers and 
alreraft. 

“The San Francisco herself was hit many 
times. Admiral Callaghan, my close personal 
friend, and many of his gallant officers and 
men gave their lives in this battle. But the 
fan Francisco was brought safely back to 
port by a lieutenant commander, and she will 
fight again for our country. 

The commander of the task force, of which 
the San Francisco was a part, has recom- 
mended that she be the first of our Navy's 
vessels to be decorated for outstanding ser- 
vice. 

But there are no citations, no medals, which 
carry with them such high honor as that ac- 
corded to fighting men by the respect of their 
comrades-in-arms. 

“The commanding general of the marines 
m Guadaleanal, Gen, Vandegrift, yesterday 
sent a message to the commander of the fleet, 
Admiral Halsey, saying, ‘We lift our bat- 
tered helmets in admiration for those who 
fought magnificently against overwhelming 
odds and drove the enemy back to crushing 
defeat.’ ” 

Repeatedly warning against any over- 
confidence, the President said: “We have 
4 gigantic job to do—all of us, together. 
Our battle lines today stretch from 
Kiska to Murmansk, from Tunisia to 
Guadalcanal. These lines,” he said, “will 
stow longer, as our forces advance. We 
have had an uphill fight, and it will con- 
tinue to be uphill, all the way. There can 
he no coasting to victory.”

Alien Soldiers to Get Citizenship 


Attorney General Francis Biddle an- 
nounced this week that, for the first time 
in history, the naturalization of aliens 
outside the United States by administra- 
tive rather than judicial process will 
shortly be initiated with the granting of 
American citizenship to more than 200 
soldiers now stationed in the Panama 
Canal Zone and the Caribbean Defense 
Command. 

The Second War Powers Act waived 
certain requirements and made it pos- 
sible to grant citizenship to alien mem- 
bers of the An.erican armed forces who 
are stationed outside the jurisdiction of 
naturalization courts. 

Mr. Biddle said Commissioner Earl G. 
Harrison has designated Deputy Com- 
missioner Thomas B. Shoemaker to visit 
various military establishments in the 
Canal Zone and Caribbean to interview 
alien soldiers who have applied for citi- 
zenship. Mr. Shoemaker will conduct hear- 
ings, receive naturalization petitions, and 
administer citizenship oaths and certifi- 
cates to qualifying applicants. 

This procedure, which has been worked 
out in close co-operation with the War 
Department, may eventually be extended 
to other theaters of war where American 
forces are stationed, the Attorney Gen- 
eral added. 

The Attorney General emphasized that 
the greatest possible expedition would be 
given to these applications, with many 
of the ordinary naturalization require- 
ments waived. Aliens in the armed ser- 
vices will be relieved of the necessity for 





filing first papers, of the usual residence 
and witness: requirements, and for pay- 
ment of fees in eonnection with their ap- 
plications for citizenship. 

In designating Mr. Shoemaker for this 
unique assignment, Commissioner Har- 
rison said: 

“We are glad that arrangements have 
now been consummated which will make 
it possible for our non-citizen men in the 
armed forces to acquire United States 
citizenship, even though they are sta- 
tioned outside the country. It was a wise 
move on the part of Congress to provide 
for this procedure. 

“Judging from the communications we 
have received, the men serving in the 
armed forces are eager to become full 
citizens of the United States. We feel 
that by making them citizens of our coun- 
try we will add greatly to their morale 
as soldiers.” 





Foreign Duty Pay 

The Comptroller General, in decision 
B-27270, has ruled that an Army officer 
on temporary duty in Canada, which duty 
is not merely incident to or in connection 
with a paramount or primary duty in 
the United States, is entitled to the 10 
percent increase in base pay authorized 
by section 2 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942 for commissioned officers for 
any period of service while on duty in 
any place beyond the continental limits 
of the United States or in Alaska. 


Amend New Pay Act 
(Continued from First Page) 
and it was limited in application to offi- 
cers of the regular services who had had 
enlisted service in the Regular Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
only. 

The enlisted service provision will re- 
main in effect only during time of war. 

A War Department representative, 
Maj. W. D. Partlow, of the Judge Advo- 
eate General’s Department, stated that 
the War Department did not recommend 
for or against the enlisted service credit 
proposal, but would abide by the wishes 
of Congress in this respect. 

The House made one other change in 8. 
2723, providing that officers should count 
inactive service in the National Guard 
Reserve, as well as other reserve com- 
ponents, for all pay purposes, 

The Sparkman amendment is in the 
form of a section 3 to the bill. The pres- 
ent section 3 becomes section 4. 

Text of the amendment follows: 

Sec. 3. The Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
(Public Law 607), approved 16 June 1942, is 
amended by inserting after section 3 thereof 
the following new section: 

“Sec, 3A. During the existence of any war 
declared by Congress and for six months im- 
mediately following the termination of such 
war, in computing the service for all pay pur- 
poses of officers paid under the provisions of 
section 1 or 3 of this Act, such officers, In 
addition to the time required to be credited by 
such sections, shall be credited with full time 
for all periods during which they were en- 
listed or held appointments as warrant offi- 
cers or field clerks or as commissioned war- 
rant officers in any of the services mentioned 
in the title of this Act, or in the Organized 
Militia prior to 1 July 1916, or in the National 
Guard, or in the National Guard Reserve, or 
in the National Guard of the United States, 
or in the enlisted Reserve Corps, or in the 
Naval Militia, or in the National Naval Vol- 
unteers, or in the Naval Reserve force, Naval 
Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve force, Marine 
Corps Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, and the 
Reserve Corps of the Public Health Service, 
or in the Philippine Scouts, or in the Philip- 
pine Constabulary. The provisions of this sec- 
tion shall not be construed to permit any 
commissioned officer to receive pay and al- 
lowances in excess of the maximum limita- 
tions imposed upon the total pay and allow- 
ances of any rank or grade by any of the 
provisions of this Act.” 

In its report the House Military Com- 
mittee stated: 

“The purpose of sections 1 and 2 of the 
bill, as amended, is to allow all periods dur- 
ing which officers of any of the services men- 
tioned in the titles of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, officers of the Reserve forces of 
such services, and officers of the National 
Guard, have held commissions as officers of 
any of the services mentioned in the title of 
that act, or in” [here the various reserve com- 
ponents are enumerated as above) “to be 
counted in computing the service of such offi- 
cers for all pay purposes.” 

“Your committee is of the view that officers 
of the National Guard and officers of the men- 
tioned Reserve forces should he credited for 
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all pay purposes with the time that they have 
held commissions in any of the services men- 
tioned in section 2 of the bill, 8. 2723, as well 
as with active commissioned service, and be- 
lieves that thie was the intention of the Con- 
gress in enacting section 3 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1042. 

“Under existing law officers of the Regular 
Army appointed subsequent to 30 June 1922 
may be credited for purposes of pay only 
with active commissioned service under a 
Federal appointment, commissioned service in 
the National Guard when called out by order 
of the President, and service authorized in 
section 2 (b) of the act of 19 Jan. 1942. Inas- 
much as the bill authorizes certain other ser- 
vice to be counted in the case of National 
Guard and Reserve officers, your committee 
believes that as a matter of equalization in 
the pay of officers of all components of the 
Army of the United States, officers of the 
Regular Army should likewise be credited 
for purposes of pay with any period during 
which they have held commissions in the Na- 
tional Guard or in any of the Reserve forcea 
mentioned in the bill. Moreover, this will pre- 
vent a loss of pay to a National Guard or 
Reserve officer which results under existing 
law in almost every case where such an offi- 
cer is appointed an officer of the regular es- 
tablishment, 

“Accordingly, the bill amends section 1 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, the sec- 
tion providing for pay of officers of the Reg- 
ular Army, to accomplish this purpose. Pe- 
riods during which Regular, National Guard, 
or Reserve officers have held commissions in 
the National Guard Reserve, the Philippine 
Scouts or Philippine Constabulary are author- 
ized to be counted in the computation of their 
pay because your committee believes such ger- 
vice should be counted for all purposes of pay 
that other service in the Army of the United 
States is counted. 

“Section 3 of the bill, 8. 2723, as amended 
by your committee, adds a new section to the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942. That section 
is drafted to carry out the purposes intended 
by the bill, H. R. 7437, now pending before 
your committee, It is designed as permanent 
legislation effective only during wartime and 
for six months following the termination of 
war. The purpose of the new section, 8A, to 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, is to allow 
all enlisted service in any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of that Act, or in... [here 
the various services again are named] to be 
included in computing the service of officers 
paid under the provisions of sections 1 and 
3 of that Act for all pay purposes, in addi- 
tion to the time required to be credited in 
sections 1 and 2 of the bill, Time served un- 
der appointment as warrant officer, Army 
field clerk, or commissioned warrant officer, 
in any of the above mentioned services or 
categories is likewise authorized to be in- 
cluded in such computation. 

“Your committee believes that such enlisted 
and other service should be counted in the 
computation of pay for all pay purposes of 
officers during wartime because, among other 
reasons, many enlisted men who are compe- 
tent to serve as commissioned officers, suffer 
a reduction in pay, under existing law, upon 
accepting an appointment as a commissioned 
officer. Moreover, prior service as an enlisted 
man, warrant officer, or fleld clerk, is such 
service as will justify an increased rate of pay 
for a commissioned officer in the opinion of 
your committee. 

“The bill is made effective ag of 1 June 
1942. Your committee believes that the provi- 
sions of section 3 of the bill carry out the 
intention of the Congress in the enactment of 
section 3 of the Pay Readjustment Act of 
1942, which became effective as of 1 June 1942. 
It is felt that the other provisions of the bill 
should likewise be considered effective as of 
that date.”

Pay of the superintendent of the Army 
nurse corps would be equal to that of a 
colonel, 

Pay of assistant superintendents and of 
directors would be equal to pay of lieu- 
tenant colonel, major or captain, as de- 
termined by the Secretary of War. As- 
sistant directors would receive captain’s 
pay. Chief nurses would receive first 
lieutenant’s pay, and nurses and head 
nurses, pay of second lieutenants. 

The chief of the dietitians and the chief 
of the physiotherapists would receive pay 
of major; other members of those corps, 
the pay of captains, first lieutenants and 
second lieutenants. 

Longevity pay would be 5% for each 
three years’ service up to a maximum of 
80 years. 

In its report on H.R. 7633, the House 
Military Committee had high praise for 
the work of Army nurses. The commit- 
tee said: 

“The purpose of the bili is to provide tem- 
porary increases in the relative rank and pay 
and allowances, including mileage and other 
travel allowances, of members of the Army 
Nurse Corps and to place female dietetic and 
physical therapy personnel (now employed 
by the War Department in civilian status in 
its hospitals in the United States and over- 
seas) in the Medical Department of the Army, 
during the present war and for six months 
thereafter, with relative rank and pay and al- 
lowances, including mileage and other travel 
allowances, as are now or hereafter provided 
by law for commissioned officers, without 
dependents, of the Regular Army in the first 
three pay periods, respectively. Such dietetic 
and physical therapy personnel as members 
of the Army of the United States (and their 
dependents) would be entitled to the same 
allowances, rights, privileges, benefits and 
gratuities as members of the Army Nurse 
Corps and their dependents. 

“The Army Nurse Corps is an old, often 
tried, but never found wanting, component 
of the Army whose members are high-grade, 
professional women now serving with our 
Army on many far-flung fronts. Their cour- 
ageous, untiring, unselfish service in the face 
of the enemy on Bataan and Corregidor is 
typical of their past performance and an in- 
dex to their ability to render like service in 
the future if necessary. In a little more than 
two years, in order to give proper nursing 
care to the sick and wounded, it has been 
necessary to increase the Corps from 949 to 
17,507 nurses as of 31 Oct. 1942, and the neces- 
sity for further increasing the strength to an 
authorized total of more than 32,000 has 
placed such additional responsibilities on the 
superintendent of the Corps as to make 
necessary the delegation of authorities and 
duties to assistant superintendents in the 
Nursing Division of the Surgeon General's 
office and in the various service command 
headquarters. Further, the responsibilities 
of the assistant superintendents on the staffs 
of the several department and theatre com- 
manders call for executive and professional 
ability of the highest order in the field of 
nursing. . 

“Further, because of the increased re- 
sponsibjlities of the superintendent, assistant 
superintendents, and other supervisory nurses 
and because the committee feels that the 





duties and responsibilities of members of the 
Army Nurse Corps are at least equal to that 
of officers of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, it is recommending that the pay and 
allowance of members of the Army Nurse 
Corps be increased as as to provide parity.” 


The Craig Board 


In answer to a question as to the work 
of the board of which General Malin 
Craig, USA-Ret., former Chief of Staff 
of the United States Army, is chairman, 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson told 
his press conference on 19 Novy. that they 
are performing an important and much- 
needed work. He said: 

“These officers are performing an ex- 
cellent duty. 

“In every case where you have a sud- 
den increase in the strength of the Army 
—in this instance, the greatest in history 
—there is a crying need to have the quali- 
fications of officers and candidates for of- 
fice thoroughly checked in order that the 
members of our officer class be kept strict- 
ly within the classification of ‘officers and 
gentlemen.’ We want to get men who are 
the cream of our manhood to head the 
enlisted personnel. 

“With General Craig as Chief of this 
Board of officers we have an ideal set-up. 

“T had this work to do myself in the 
days before it became too heavy for one 
pair of shoulders. Then I was lucky in 
securing the kind assistance of General 
Craig to devote his time to it and I feel 
the Army is very lucky to benefit there- 
from. He is handling the work in a most 
efficient manner. 

“Not only do he and his associates care- 
fully investigate the educational quali- 
fications of the men, but they look into 
the natural abilities of those who form 
the bulk of our commanding force. 

“The Craig Board makes it much easier 
for me to reach decisions, and therefore 
not only aid me personally, but perform 
a lasting service to both the United States 
Army and its officers.” 

The personnel of the Board is kept 
secret, since it is thought wiser to have 
the investigations carried on without 
either the existence of the Board or its 
members, being known generally. Thus 
it is able to handle the great mass of de- 
tail more expeditiously. Its reports are 
confidential and are made to the Secre- 
tary. It is stated that General Craig and 
his associates are in fact his right arm 
in connection with the duties assigned 
to it. 








Uniform Allowance Bill

persons now serving or who hereafter serve 
on active duty in the Army of the United 
States during the present war and for six 

months thereafter. 

“Officers and warrant officers who on 3 
April 1939, or at the time of entrance upon 
active duty under their commissions or war- 
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rants, were entitled to receive the pay and 
allowances of the fourth or higher pay period 
are excluded, because your committee be. 
lieves that such persons suffer no undue 
financial hardship in being required to pro- 
cure the necessary uniforms at their own ex- 
pense, Although some persons now entitled 
to receive the pay of the fourth or higher 
pay period are entitled to the allowance an- 
thorized in the measure, your committee feels 
that this is just because it is believed that 
all persons who are not entitled to the pay of 
the fourth or higher pay period upon entrance 
upon active duty should be entitled to re- 
ceive the allowance, and that subsequent pro 
motion should not prejudice that right. 

“Moreover, many reserve officers now sery- 
ing in the grade of major or higher receive 
the allowances authorized under existing law, 
while other officers who entered upon active 
duty in a lower grade and who are now serv- 
ing in a higher grade were not eligible to 
receive the allowances. 

“It is the intention of your committee that 
each warrant officer (including flight officers) 
now on active duty, who was not entitled to 
the pay of the fourth pay period at the time 
he entered upon such active duty, shall be 
entitled to receive the allowance, and that 
each warrant officer (including flight officers) 
hereafter entering upon such duty and not 
entitled to the pay of the fourth pay period 
at the time he enters upon such duty shall 
be eligible to receive such allowance, 

“Your committee feels that this legislation 
should be of temporary nature, because un- 
doubtedly the peacetime training policies for 
reserve personnel will undergo drastic re 
vision after the present war, but that the 
amount of the allowance should be adequate 
to meet the needs for which it is granted, 
It is believed that $250 is a fair estimate of 
the cost of initial requirements for uniforms 
of officers and warrant officers,” 
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Suspend Lump Sum Payments 

Acting under authority of recent legis- 
lation which permits the enlistment in- 
stead of the appointment of aviation 
cadets, the President has suspended pay- 
ment of the $500 lump sum to most classes 
of reserve officers (former aviation 
cadets) who are discharged from active 
duty. 

The President’s order follows: 

“By virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Naval Aviation Cadet Act of 1042, ap-

proved 4 Aug. 1942, the provisions of section 
12 of said act, except those of the first proviso 
thereof, are hereby suspended during the 
present war as to all officers who were form- 
erly enlisted in the grade of aviation cadet or 
transferred to that enlisted grade subsequent 
to 3 Sept. 1942.” 

Section 12 of the act of 4 Aug. is as 
follows: 

Sec. 12. When officers commissioned pur- 
suant to this act or to the Naval Aviation 
Reserve Act of 1939 (53 Stat. 819) are released 
from active duty that has been continuous for 
one or more years, they, or in the event of 
the death of such officers after continuous 
active duty for one or more years, the bene- 
ficiaries specially designated in the manner 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, shall 
be paid a lump sum of $500 for each complete 
year of continuous commissioned active ser- 
vice, and in the event of their death not the 
result of their own misconduct, or if released 
from active duty otherwise than upon their 
own request or as a result of disciplinary 
action, this lump sum payment shall be pro- 
rated for fractional parts of each year of 
such service: Provided, That the lump sum 
payments authorized herein shall accrue for 
not more than seven years and shall be in 
addition to any pay, allowance, compensation, 
or benefits which they may otherwise be en- 
titled to receive: Provided further, That the 
provisions of this section, except those of the

Naval Reserve Service 


The following important decision, (B- 
27930), has been rendered by the Comp- 
troller General, concerning longevity 
credit for Naval Reserve service: 

“Naval Reserve officers may count for pur- 
poses of longevity pay under section 3 of the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 full time for 
all periods of active service while holding 
commissions in the Naval Reserve Force or 
Marine Corps Reserve Force created by the 
act of 29 August, 1916, but full time credit for 
inactive service in such Reserve Forces is 
limited to officers confirmed in and 
qualified for all general service. 

“Naval Reserve officers (other than those 
in the reserve, active or retired, on the effec- 
tive date of the Pay Readjustment Act of 
1942 who are protected by the saving clause 
in section 19) may not count for purposes of 
longevity pay under section 3 of the act one- 
half time for periods of inactive commissioned 
service while holding provisional grades in 
the Naval Reserve Force or the Marine Corps 
Reserve Forces created by the act of 29 Au- 
gust, 1916. 

“Naval Reserve officers may count for pur- 
poses of longevity pay under section 3 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 commis- 
sioned service in the active National Guard 
(State) during periods of Federal recogni- 
tion, and commissioned service in the National 
Guard of the United States, but periods in 
the National Guard reserve or inactive Na- 
tional Guard may not be counted, 

“Commissioned officers, including commis- 
sioned warrant officers, of the Naval Reserve 
may count for purposes of longevity pay 
under sections 3 and 8, respectively, of the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 full time for 
all periods during which they held commis- 
sions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the 
Army. 

“The authority under section 7 of the 
Naval Reserve Act of 1938, as amended, for 
commissioned warrant officers of the Naval 
Reserve to count full time for all periods 
(both active and inactive) during which they 
held commissions in the Naval Reserve Force, 
Marine Corps Reserve Force, the Naval Re- 
serve, or the Marine Corps Reserve, in the 
computation of both longevity pay and pe- 
riod pay is not affected by the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942, so that such reserve service 
may continue to be counted in computing 
their pay. 

“Commissioned warrant officers of the 
Naval Reserve may count for purposes of 
longevity pay, but not for purposes of pe- 
riod pay, under section 8 of the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942, commissioned service 
in the active National Guard (State) during 
periods of Federal recognition, and commis- 
sioned service in the National Guard of the 
United States, but periods in the National 
Guard reserve or inactive National Guard 
may not be counted. 

“Commissioned officers, commissioned war- 
rant officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men on the honorary retired list of the Naval 
Reserve may not count, for purposes of 
longevity pay under the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942,time on such honorary retired list 
between their transfer thereto and their re- 
call to active duty.

“Commissioned officers, including commis. 
sioned warrant officers, of the Naval Reserye 
may count active service as aviation cadets 
for purposes of period and longevity pay 
under the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
where such service was under appointment 
in accordance with laws in effect prior tg 
the effective date of the Naval Aviation Cadet 
Act of 4 August, 1942, as distinguished from 
service as an aviation cadet enlisted under 
the provisions of the latter act. 

“Warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Naval Reserve may count all service, both ae. 
tive and inactive, in the Naval Reserve Force 
or Marine Corps Reserve Force created by 
the act of 29 August, 1916, for purpose of 
pay under the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 

“The service authorized by section 2 of 
the act of 27 August, 1940, to be credited for 
purposes of longevity pay to aviation officers 
of the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve who 
were appointed under such act in the line of 
the Regular Navy or Marine Corps is not 
affected by the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, 
so that such officers may continue to count 
for purposes of longevity pay all service 
which they were entitled to count under the 
said act of 27 August, 1940.”

RESIDENT Manuel Quezon of the 

Philippine Commonwealth announced 
this week the presentation of the Philip- 
pine patro] vessel Bataan to the United 
States Government. The vessel, which 
was accepted by President Roosevelt, was 
immediately turned over for use by the 
Coast Guard. 

Vice Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, accepted 
the vessel for his Service. 

President Quezon, in a letter of pres- 
entation to the President, pointed out that 
“the Filipino officers and crew who will 
man this vessel are now regular members 
of the United States Coast Guard Re- 
gerve. They, and this Coast Guard patrol 
boat,” he said, “represent the desire of 
every one of the seventeen million Fili- 
pinos, whether under enemy domination 
or on free soil, to go into action again in 
the fight for freedom.” 

President Roosevelt replied in part: “I 
accept the Bataan in the name of our 
Government and for our Coast Guard, not 
only as a token, but as a valuable aid in 
our common effort. It is a symbol of our 
common purpose and our eternal friend- 
ship, and will be manned by your country- 
men wearing our uniforms.” 


In North African Offensive 

Directly and indirectly, personnel and 
equipment of the Coast Guard were in- 
volved in the landing of our troops on the 
North African coasts, press dispatches 
from war correspondents relate. 

Just as in the Solomons, where Coast 
Guardsmen helped land Marine raider 
battalion personnel, so they assisted in 
the landing of soldiers and Marines last 
week, There are usually two Coast 
Guardsmen assigned. to each landing 
craft, one serving as coxswain, the other 
as engineer.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Fereign Affairs—Realizing the international effect of the defeat inflicted by Vice 
Admiral Halsey’s command upon the Japanese in the Solomons Area, Tokyo and 
Axis propagandists have been crowding the air with claims of victory, and of the 
resulting powerlessness of the American Navy. Their broadcasts have been especially 
beamed upon Spain and Latin-America and upon Turkey, and the obvious purpose 
is to offset the hard facts of the heavy blow we dealt our Far Eastern enemy, to spread 
discouragement among the peoples of the United Nations, and to cause neutrals either 
te join them in their lessening strength, or, at least, to prevent them from giving 
any assistance to us and our Allies. We have made clear answer to the reports circu- 
lated, the most effective being the eloquent and straightforward address the President 
delivered in connection with the New York Herald Tribune Forum, and the temperate 
communiques and remarks of Secretary Knox. The two neutrals which it was espe- 
cially necessary for us to impress, were Spain and Turkey, for it is upon them 
that the Berlin and Rome Governments are applying pressure in order to obtain 
their aid, or at least permit the passage of their troops for contact with the American 
and British Armies in North Africa. 

From the Spanish Government, both the American and British authorities have 
received assurances of neutrality and expressions of satisfaction that our forces 
will uot infringe its rights and territories in Durope or Africa. Turkey has declared 
anew she will preserve her neutrality at all hazards, and against any belligerent. 
Nothing has developed to indicate Axis dispatch of additional troops to the Spanish 
frontier of France, but there are disturbing reports of the massing of German and 
Italian forces in Bulgaria. Explaining the partial mobilization which it had ordered, 
Madrid stated that the action was a measure of prudence in view of the closer 
approach of the war to Spain and her protectorates, intended “to insure our keeping 
away from the conflict and to strengthen our defense, our integrity and sovereignty, 
and at the same time to preserve peace in our territories.” That this did not please 
Hitler is shown by the failure of Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop to welcome the 
new Spanish Ambassador upon his arrival at Berlin, a practice always carefully 
observed in the past. The Prime Minister of Turkey has reiterated emphatically 
that his Government will not allow any belligerent to pass through its territory, and 
while a mobilization order has not been issued, the Army is as ready as it can be 
with the inadequate weapons available, to halt either German or British troops 
attempting to cross the borders of the country. 

The purpose of an Axis campaign, either through Spain or Turkey, or, what is pos- 
sible, the transport of an Axis Army to the Levant between occupied islands in the 
Aegean Sea and the Turkish shore, is clear when one looks at the map. Should it 
prove feasible to transfer troops across the Straits of Gibraltar to Spanish Morocco, 
the supply lines of our Armies operating in North Africa would be in danger of 
severance. Submarine activities to cut these lines are being pressed vigorously, 
and in this connection First Lord of the Admiralty Alexander has pointed out that 
the great concentration of U-boats the Axis has made, is capable of restricting the 
possibility of extension of military operations, as well as increasing the threat to 
British trade and shipping. However, the fact that we were able to protect the 
greatest armada in history on its voyage across the Atlantic and along the Mediter- 
ranean, shows that the ocean routes can be adequately guarded, and aware of this 
prospect Hitler and Mussolini are planning moves which will facilitate direct military 
aperations at strategic points. They are sending troops and supplies by planes and 
submarines to Tunis and Tripoli, and great air battles are certain to occur in that 
part of the Mediterranean area, but, after all, these reenforcements are insufficient 
to insure a strength able to cope with the Anglo-American Armies, and while upon 
them and Rommel’s retreating forces they hope our attention will be concentrated, 
it is to their interest to act at either end of the Mediterranean. They do not want 
war with Spain or Turkey, which would slow their operations and bring them new 
enemies. But they are determined to do everything they can to keep our forces out- 
side of the continent of Europe, and as their policy is offense, their most feasible 
course to realize this aim, would be by compelling the Madrid and Ankara Govern- 
ments to accept their will. The history of the Spanish and Turkish peoples, how- 
ever, shows that threats do not move them, and that they freely shed their blood 
tm defense of their land and their independence. They know we have no designs 
upon their territories, and this knowledge is responsible for the friendly way in which 
they have accepted our assurances. 

It was to have been expected that the Free French would object to the political 
agreement, regarding North Africa, which General Eisenhower made with Admiral 
Darlan. The President, in an official statement, noted the military advantages which 
have resulted from this agreement, stressed its expediency, and specified that it was 
purely “temporary.” He further announced he had requested the release of all prisoners 
who had opposed the Nazis, and the abrogation of all laws they had inspired. His state- 
ment was received with gratification by Fighting French spokesmen, who only the day 
before, after a conference between their leader, General de Gaulle, and Prime Minister 
Churchill, had expressed resentment at the political recognition the American and 
British military commanders had given to the “Number 2 Vichy traitor.” As has 
been noted in the past, the United States and Great Britain have been careful to 

ithhold political recognition from de Gaulle or any other Fighting Frenchman, 
ind while the departure in the case of Darlan precipitated complications, conditions 
are said to have largely necessitated it. It is imperative that the Free French shall 
become united, and to that end we are addressing our efforts. In order to placate de 
Gaulle, Britain has placed Madagascar under his control, and should Dakar surrender 
as a result of negotiations under way, it, too, may be turned over to him. Laval’s 
designation as Dictator is regarded as meaning that he will negotiate a treaty of 
peace with the Axis, and thereby seek to bring about collaboration, a condition the 
French people will not generally accept. 

On the occasion of the celebration of the 7th anniversary of the establishment 
of the Philippine Commonwealth, the President made an address, in which, as Presi- 
dent Quezon previously had done, he explained that the principles of the Atlantic 
Oharter had been tested in the conquered Far Eastern Archipelago, and as a result 
were valuable for general application. He told of the rules which a people should 
follow in order to be fit for independence, beginning with local self-government and 
expanding to national self-government and thence to independence. There are many 
who saw in the President’s statements an application to India, and as such it is no 
doubt acceptable to Prime Minister Churchill. 

Admiral William H. Standley, Ambassador to Russia, will return to his post 
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shortly. It is known the President is entirely satisfied with the manner in whig 
this distinguished Naval Officer has performed his duties near the Stalin Goverg. 
ment, The Admiral was called home in order to be brought up to date in connectigg 
with our relations with Russia, and goes back to his station, possessing the complete 
confidence of President Roosevelt. Since his arrival in the United States, he hag de 
livered a number of public and private addresses designed to cultivate good will for 
the Soviet Government in the United States. For instance, before the New Yor 
Herald-Tribune Forum, he said there are deeper reasons for Russia’s great succeg 
than the stubborn and brave tenacity of the Red Army, its proved efficiency and ity 
willingness to die rather than to retreat. “There is the all-important, self-sac 
devotion of every man, woman and youth in the Soviet Union to their Army and ty 
the cause for which it fights. There is that complete unity of effort which, in my 
humble opinion, is the driving power which motivates the entire Soviet Nation to. 
day—the Government, the military, the people behind the lines, the Russian men ang 
women of Kuibyshev.” 

The Admiral further stated that in Russia “everything is for the front,” whic 
means that the production of consumers’ goods of every description has been Stopped 
and been replaced by front line production. Yet the spirit and morale of the people 
behind the lines are magnificent, and their stubborn fortitude in the face of adversity, 
their unified determination to see this war through to victory and freedom, in spite 
of privations and sacrifices, touched his heart and aroused his deep admiration and 
respect. The Admiral finds that the Russian and American peoples, have a special 
understanding, which the experiences of the war will deepen. He insists that the 
policy of national isolation in an international coalition of nations must be buried 
with such other antiquate formulae as the assertion that differences in ideologies and 
social systems of the United Nations preclude the possibility and expeditiousness of 
joint action and sincere collaboration in time of war, as well as in time of peace 








Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—By his reappointment of Rear Admiral Ross T, 
McIntyre (MC), USN, as Surgeon General of the Navy, the President has served 
notice that for the duration he will not observe the one term rule for chiefs of bu- 
reaus and branches, which he applied in times of peace. An indication that this 
change of policy was impending was given by the decision to continue Admiral King 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet when he reaches the retiring age the end of 
this month. It is said the President feels that when an officer is delivering, as Ad- 
miral King and Admiral McIntyre, are doing, efficiency demands their retention in 
the responsible positions they hold. Admiral King, besides supervising as Chief of 
Naval Operations, the activities of the Fleet, is a member of the High Command, 
which studies all questions of strategy, and advises the President, and also is a mem- 
ber of the Combined Chiefs of Staff Committee. The President leans heavily upon 
him, as he has stated publicly and privately, in connection with the naval strategy 
of the war. Admiral MclIntyre’s principal duty was to expand the Medical Corps of 
the Navy, and that this has been accomplished most satisfactorily, is shown by the 
high caliber of physicians and surgeons he has recommended for appointment, and 
by the reports from the Navy on the health of the Service, and especially the care 
of the wounded. That the Senate agrees with the President that efficient officers 
should be kept in the stations they occupy, is shown by its prompt confirmation of 
Admiral McIntyre’s nomination. It time of peace, rotation of officers in high posts 
was and is necessary in order that oppertunities for promotion might be open, but 
in time of war there are no restrictions upon the advancement of men who display 
qualities of leadership. Therefore, the President’s disregard of the one term rule is 
accepted with general approval.

fought by his side in their special role. Even the messages that survived the silence 
of our first great defeat, in the Philippines, told of remarkable feats of skill and valor 
by the Medical Corps. I sailed home with nurses who escaped Bataan. Shocked and 
numbed by their experience, they could still rise to warm enthusiasm whenever they 
spoke of the work of doctors at the two swarming, insect-ridden, outdoor hospitals at 
the foot of the fetid peninsula—at Little Baguio and Cabcaben—hospitals that were 
sometimes bombed and always within sight of enemy planes and sound of shellfire, 
where the surgeons kept at their job of guarding precious life through weeks of as- 
sault and attrition and want of equipment. 

“These men remained with their patients when Bataan fell. And there was no 
member of the Corps, of all those I saw between the shores of home and the malarial 
battleground of New Guinea, who would not gladly have shared this destiny if it 
gave him the same chance to fulfill the mission of his service.”

North African Supply—Some conception of the logistic complexity of the North 
African offensive was related last week by Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patter- 
son who stated that 700,000 different items of equipment and supplies were required 
for the operation. He said there are more than 390 different items of clothing and 
individual equipment ; more than 10,000 different Signal Corps items; 68,000 items of 
medical supplies and drugs ; 100,000 Engineer Corps articles, including such things as 
bridges, bulldozers, well-digging equipment, storage tanks, and railroad locomotives. 
Also 250,000 different ordnance items. 

Under Secretary Patterson told also how the maintenance of troops in the field 
must be assured, and noted that each soldier on the North African expedition carried 
with him three pairs of shoes, while for every 100 men in the force an additional 17° 
pairs of shoes must be shipped each month. 

In further outline of the tremendous supply problem, he said: “Ammunition re- 
quirements of a task force are tremendous. An Infantry division in a normal day of 
coinbat would be expected to expend 300 tons of ammunition. One hundred 87-mm. 
anti-aircraft guns in a normal day require 127.5 tons of ammunition. Gasoline on the 
basis of a planned requirement of 10 gallons per day per vehicle is also a matter of 
great concern to the supply services of the Army. There are few filling stations in 
North Africa. Then there is the shipping, the escorting warcraft, and the loading of 
the ships so the troops can come off the boats fighting. In the North African expedi- 
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tion, 7 tons of shipping per man were required for the necessary initial equipment. 
And 1% ship tons per man per month will be required to maintain the supply of this 
force.” 


Chaplains—Ch. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains, has expressed his desire 
that chaplains plan services on 6 Dec. to commemorate Pearl Harbor Day. The ser- 
vices, chaplains were told, should include three elements: a memorial to those who 
have died in service since outbreak of war; Thanksgiving that our nation has sur- 
vived and faces the future with growing strength and confidence; and a rededication 
of our resources to the spiritual values that are at stake in the war. 

Press dispatches from Fedhala, French Morocco, this week told of the death of an 
Army chaplain—name not given—who was killed on a beach the morning of 8 Nov., 
when a landing party, of which he was a party, was caught in a cross fire from French 
machine guns. 

In burial ceremonies for the chaplain and a small group of soldier and sailor 
dead, Rev. Father Patrick J. Ryan, divisional chaplain, and Rev. P. M. Cadady, 
offered prayers for the heroic dead. 

The North Chapel of the Army Air Forces Navigation School, Monroe, La., was 
dedicated on 8 Nov. with a service conducted by Ch. Philip H. Oxnam, 

Oh. James Moore, on duty with an infantry unit in England, preached in a church 
in a small English town last week. Later, soldiers of his unit completed an un- 
finished brick wall of the tiny church. 


Marine Corps—Requirements for admission to classes fof commissions in the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve have been modified to permit college men up to 32 years of age to 
enter. Heretofore, eligibility was limited to men under 30 years of age. 

Accepted applicants receive eight weeks’ basic training before being sent to the 


eight-week candidates’ class, where they earn commissions as second lieutenants, and 


the 10-week reserve officers’ class. Upon satisfactory completion of the latter course 
they are assigned to active duty. 

Applicants for commissions must be graduates of accredited colleges and uni- 
versities and hold one of the following degrees: Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, 
Bachelor of Education, Bachelor of Philosophy, Bachelor of Commercial Science, 
Bachelor of Journalism, Bachelor of Forestry, Bachelor of Agriculture, Bachelor of 
Industrial Arts, Bachelor of Law (if preceded by two years’ academic study), Bache- 
lor of Business Administration, or any engineering degree. Candidates must meet 
the same physical standards as prescribed for commissions in the regular Marine 
Corps. The minimum height is 66 inches and the maximum 76 inches, Weight must be 
in proportion to height and age. Application blanks are available at all Marine Corps 
Recruiting Stations, Completed applications should be presented to the nearest Marine 
Corps Recruiting Officer. 

The following transfers of Marine officers have occurred. Col. Blyth Jones has 
been transferred from the Bureau of Ordnance to the 14th Naval District; Col. 
James W. Webb has been ordered to the office of the CINCUS, and Lt. Col. J. W.

A graduate of the University of Connecticut, 
he is a former Willimantic, Conn., newspaperman, Also announced this week was 
the promotion of Capt. Charles Franklin Wagner to major. Major Wagner was as- 
sistant treasurer of the Berkshire Life Insurance Company of Pittsfield, Mass., prior 
to being called to active duty. He is in the supply division of AGF. 


Defend Battleships—While military observers this week talked of a possible “slug- 
ging it out” between American and Japanese warships in the Solomons, and speculated 
on the apparent absence of aircraft carriers in the two Naval battles announced this 
week, the statements of two Navy admirals speaking in strong support of the battle- 
ship is of timely and significant interest. 

Admittedly declaring that “I am an airman,” Vice Adm. William F. Halsey, 
USN, commander of naval forces in the South Pacific, is quoted in the New York 
Times as declaring that while the carrier is the great offensive weapon, the battle- 
ship also still retains its role and will continue to play a decisive part in the Pacific 
warfare. (His statement, made at Guadalcanal, came only several days before the 
mighty naval fight began.) 

Admiral Halsey emphasized that “the man who controls the sea will be the 
man who wins the war.” The Navy Department, meanwhile, on 19 Nov., disclosed 
that part of Rear Adm. W. A. Lee, jr.’s task force in the Solomons which hit heavy 
against Japanese warships consisted of battleships, 

Meanwhile, Vice Adm, J. K. Taussig, USN-Ret., declares in a letter to the 
Norfolk Virginian-Pilot that the potential value of the battleship has been under- 
rated and will never come to an end unless the nations of. the world agree to this 
procedure. The public is influenced by columnists, radio commentators and others, 
he thinks, to forget the dreadnaught, since most of the active combat activities are 
being performed by aircraft, subs and lighter surface craft. He accuses such sources 
of information of being unfair to the battleship which has been active in operations 
in this war; of glossing over the fact that in the Battle of Midway a larger propor- 
tion of airplane carriers, cruisers, destroyers and submarines were sunk or damaged 
than of battleships. 

Speaking of the service of the battlefleets in World War I, he points out how 
they guarded the convoys of our troops to Europe, and says today they protect 
every convoy, adding: “If we did not have battleships in greater number than the 
enemy, those convoys would never reach their destinations.” He ends his letter with 
these pointed paragraphs: 

“If we and our Allies do not get our battleship force to the Far East in greater 
strength than that of the Japanese, we will never be able to reconquer our lost 
possessions. This is why I am so perturbéd by the ballyhoo concerning the obso- 
lescence of these big ships. 

“I hope that we will complete all the battleships of the 45,000-ton class now 


under construction. I regret that decision has been made to discontinue work @ 
the larger ships which have been authorized. 

“And I am convinced that before this war is over, the people of this country an 
also going to regret this decision—that is, unless they are willing to let Japan retain 
possession of the great empires which have been wrested from us. We can hever 
win them back by conquest if the battleships are eliminated.”

6. During the day of 13 Nov., U. S. aircraft 
made continuous attacks on damaged Japa- 
nese ships which remained in the area. Dur- 
ing the late afternoon a large formation of 
at least 12 enemy transports, under heavy 
naval escort, headed toward Guadalcanal from 
the Bougainville area. As a preliminary to 
the proposed landing an enemy surface force 
bombarded our positions at Guadalcanal 
thortly after midnight 6n the morning of 14 
Nov. Later in the morning, as the transport 
group drew near to Guadalcanal, it was struck 
heavily by our air forces and at least eight 
of the transports were sunk, The remaining 
transports continued toward Guadalcanal. 

7. During the night of 14-15 Nov., United 
States Naval surface forces again engaged 
Japanese surface units in the Guadalcanal 
ttea. Details of this engagement have not 
yet been received. 

8 On the morning of 15 Nov., four enemy 
argo transports were found beached at 
Tessafaronga, about seven and one half miles 
west of our positions on Guadalcanal.

Financial Digest 


The effect of the elections is being 
shown by the resistance Congress is offer- 
ing ta,presidential recommendations and 
production, manpower and economic poli- 
cies. The Senate is involved in a southern 
filibuster against the Administration’s 
proposed repeal of poll tax laws, This 
is tending to split the Democratic Party. 
The House Ways and Means Committee 
has refused to recommend except in a 
modified form, the request of the Presi- 
dent to empower him to suspend for the 
duration federal statutes affecting the 
movement of war goods, information and 
persons into and out of the United States. 
Criticism is being levelled against the 
tax law recently enacted, and Senator 
George, Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, is advocating the postpone- 
ment of one year’s income taxes until 
after the war, a pay-as-you-earn system 
of collecting revenues, and compulsory 
purchase of government bonds. Secretary 
Morgenthau is urging the passage of an- 
other tax bill promptly, but the contro- 
versy regarding taxes which has beer 
precipitated, and the desire of Congress 
to learn the amount of revenue which ex- 
isting laws will produce on March 15 next, 
justify the prediction that no new meas- 
ure of this kind will be placed on the

statute books before next spring or sum- 
mer, Fearing action by the President plac- 
ing control of man power under the War 
Department, the chairmen of five Con- 
gressional Committees jointly declared 
they favor a unified control of the non- 
military economy by putting production, 
manpower and supply “under one civilian 
roof,” with a single director in charge. 
The plan said to be under presidential 
consideration, contemplates consolidation 
under the Service of Supply, commanded 
by Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, of all ci- 
villian man power organizations, includ- 
ing the Army and Navy, the Selective Ser- 
vice system, the Manpower Commission, 
the War Shipping Administration, the 
Civil Service Commission and the War 
Production Board. 

With the induction of the teen-age lads 
of the country, the farm situation will 
become more difficult, and this is one of 
the reasons why the Farm Bloc is insist- 
ing upon operation of manpower by ci- 
vilian control. The controversy relative 
to this matter, as well as to production, 
has been sharpened by the demand for 
economy, which, in turn, affects taxes. 
Administration officials doubt if the Pres- 
ident will be able to save the WPA and 
some other New Deal Agencies. The ex- 
panded opposition in Congress toward the 
New Deal is shown by the effort to force 
the President to remove Governor Tug- 
well, of Puerto Rico, who was one of the 
original champions of the doctrines which 
the Roosevelt Administration has put in- 
to effect. Secretary Wickard is urging 
the War Production Foods Board to limit 
consumption of some dairy products, such 
as cheese, butter and fluid and evaporated 
milk. In order to help the fuel oil situa- 
tion in the Atlantic States as well as to 
conserve gas and rubber, gas coupons, 
which now call for four gallons, will be 
reduced to three gallons after 22 Nov.

Alaskan Hunting Law 


Soldiers in Alaska will soon be able to 
hunt with $1 resident licenses instead of 
the $50 hunting licenses now required, if 
the Senate follows the House in passing 
H.R, 7472, which revises the Alaska Game 
Law. Under provisions of the legislation, 
as amended and passed by the House this 
week, soldiers and sailors would be able 
to purchase the $1 licenses even though 
they were not residents of Alaska for one 
year, which is required of others who are 
issued the resident licenses. 





Merchant Marine 


In an effort to provide more readily 
available protection for crew members 
aboard fishing vessels, the War Shipping 
Administration announced this week an 
alternative plan whereby blanket insur- 
ance policies covering the entire crew 
may now be issued to vessel owners. 

The new plan requires that prior to 
Sailing it will be necessary for each mem- 
ber of the crew to designate his bene- 
ficiary and have such designation wit- 
nessed by a person not on the same voy- 
age. The beneficiary designation is to be 
filed with the owner or operator of the 
vessel or the duly authorized agent or 
officer thereof. 

The WSA is not discontinuing the indi- 
vidual basis but is prepared to provide 
insurance either on the individual basis 
or the blanket basis. 


Record in Shipbuilding 

The 10,500-ton freighter Robert FE. 
Peary, which in 4 days, 15% hours, grew 
from keel to completion at the Henry J. 
Kaiser yards in Richmond, Calif., was 
launched 12 Nov. to break all records for 
speed in shipbuilding. It is expected to 
be delivered to the Maritime Commission 
on 16 Nov. 


Merchant Marine Council 

Members of the Merchant Marine Coun- 
cil, meeting at Coast Guard Headquarters 
this week, expressed themselves as gen- 
erally satisfied with measures taken by 
the Government for the safety of seamen, 
but asked that delays in the delivery of 
certain safety equipment be ended. 

The council also discussed the matter 
of the numerous papers which seamen are 
required to carry, and initial plans were 
formulated for reducing their number.

Too Many Licenses 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


You may recall that some years ago 
you campaigned for national licenses for 
automobiles owned by Military Service's 
personnel and apparently without result. 
You may also recall that my letter pre- 
senting the fact that I was liable for 5 
licenses within the space of one year was 
one of the pieces of evidence quoted by 
you. There are about 40 automobiles 
right here, largely owned by officers of 
the different Services, used for official as 
well as personal business, who must, if 
Michigan law is to be obeyed, have their 
registration changed to that State the 
first of the year. That would amount to 
nothing were it not for the fact that this 
State collects a 3% “Use Tax” on the pur- 
chase valuation of a car which was not 
bought in a State collecting a 3% “Sales 
Tax” on cars purchased within their bor- 
ders. In effect, if you bought a car, pay- 
ing $1,000 for it in a State which does 
not collect a 3% sales tax on the transac- 
tion, if you are transferred to Michigan 
and have to change your registration to 
this State, you have to include with your 
approximately $15 license fee $30 penalty 
sales tax, the latter probably because you 
didn't come to this State in the first 
place to buy your car instead of getting 
it in the State where you were residing. 
Frankly, this isa most reprehensible prac- 
tice which should provoke other States 
whose citizens are victimized by this sys- 
tem to retaliate by a similar tax on the 
cars of Michigan citizens registered in 
their States. This tax could be made as 
constitutional as the Michigan tax by 
providing that such a “Use Tax” be as- 
sessed on all foreign State cars registered 
in their States, which tax would be re- 
funded to the car owner whose home 
State does not assess “Use Taxes” on the 
cars of the complaining State, or on cars 
purchased in that State. 

As for the cars of members of the Mill- 
tary personnel, or rather cars licensed 
by the Government, these licenses could 
be easily protected by the inclusion of a 
proviso in the annual Federal appropria- 
tion of highway fund grants to the var- 
lous States by a reservation that each 
State must certify that it has collected 
no license substitute fee from the owners 
of cars licensed by the Government dur- 
ing the past year.

Enemy casualties 
were heavy. In their retreat, the enemy is

Our air 
forces are ceaselessly bombing and strafing 
all enemy installations in the area. 

Solomons, New Georgia: Against anti-air- 
craft fire, a formation of our heavy bombers 
bombed and strafed an enemy convoy from 
low altitude, setting on fire one large trans- 
port of 12,000 tons heavily loaded. 

16 Nov. 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Our medium 
bombers attacked the enemy occupied village 
of Manatuto. 

Northeastern Sector: New Guinea: Buna: 
The Australian and American columns are in 
contact with each other and jointly moving in 
to attack. The enemy, under command of 
Lieut. Gen. Tomatore Horii, now faces the Al- 
lies to the west and south, with the jungle 
and the sea at his back. Our air force is at- 
tacking without respite. 

New Britain: Rabaul: A strong formation 
of our heavy bombers attacked enemy ship- 
ping at night in the harbor, scoring direct 
hits on two vessels, one of which exploded. 
Fires were started in the supply dump area 
at Malaguna and in the docks area at the 
north end of the harbor, where eight succes- 
sive explosions were observed. 

Solomons: Buin: In a successful attack on 
the enemy's advance air base in the Solomons 
our medium bombers destroyed eight aircraft 
on the ground and damaged many others by 
strafing. Fires started in supply and fuel 
dumps were visible many miles away. 

17 Nov. 

Northeastern Sector: New Guinea: Buna 
Area: Our troops are rapidly advancing from 
both flanks. The enemy is retreating steadily. 
Our alr force incessantly attacked the enemy 
throughout the day. 

Solomons: Buin-Faisi: Our heavy bombers 
attacked enemy shipping, damaging a de- 
stroyer and a transport. 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance act- 
ivity only. 

18 Nov. 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Allied me- 
dium bombers attacked the enemy-occupled 
towns of Maobisse and Bobonaro. 

Northeastern Sector: New Guinea: 

Buna, The advance of our ground forces 
continues. Our Air Force constantly attacked 
the retreating enemy. 

Lae: Enemy air formations attempted 
harassing attacks against our troops in the 
Buna area and raided along the coast, sink- 
ing two trawlers. Our medium bombers with 
fighter escort made a surprise attack on the 
airdrome, destroying five enemy bombers and 
six fighters in two runs over the target at 
low altitudes.

Solomons: Buin: Allied medium bombers 
raided the airdrome at night, causing large 
fires and explosions and destroying three 
enemy aircraft on the runway.

The commander in chief ordered the sub- 
ordinate commanders should immediately 
prepare estimates of vital requirements in 
food, clothes and medical supplies for the 
civil population of French North Africa. 

Transportation of these supplies is to be 
worked in as the military situation develops. 
Some supplies already have been imported 
with the Allied forces. 

A communique describing the naval opera- 
tions off Algeria and Morocco: 

Adm, Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham had 
charge of naval operations. Preliminary 
planning for the expedition was earried out 
in Great Britain by Adm. Sir Bertram H. 
Ramsay pending the arrival of Admiral Cun- 
ningham from his assignment in the United 
States. 

The basic work contributed by Admiral 
Ramsay contributed in a great measure to 
the excellent timing and the smooth running 
of the convoy movements which were un- 
precedented in complexity. 

The senior naval officers on the staff, aside 
from Admiral Cunningham, include Rear 
Adm. B. H. Biori, liaison officer of the U. 8. 
N., and Capt. Jerauld Wright, USN. 

The navy’s responsibility consisted of in- 
suring the safe and timely arrival of the large 
expeditionary forces comprising many ships 
of varying tonnage and speeds ranging from 
liners to trawlers which had to be moved 
across more than 3,000 miles of submarine in- 
fested waters 

Never before in history have sea-borne am- 
phibious operations been launched so far 
from their points of departure without sec- 
ondary bases. 

The expedition was divided into three main 
forces. 

One was directed at French Morocco with 
Casablanca as its center. This was composed 
of United States ships commanded by Rear 
Adm. H. K. Hewitt, USN, and was prepared 
in and sailed direct from the United States. 

The other two forces were aimed at Algeria, 
with Algiers and Oran as focal points. These 
were commanded by Rear Adm. Sir Harold 
M. Burrough and Commodore Thomas Trou- 
bridge, of the Royal Navy, respectively. The 
convoys engaged in the Algerian operations 
were routed so as to pass through the Strait 
of Gibraltar without mutual interference and 
their arrivals were timed so that assault 
troops landed simultaneously on the beaches 
at 1 A. M, 8 Nov. 

The diverting of different groups of as- 
sault ships to their striking points and the 
taking up of accurate positions close inshore 
in the darkness called for a high standard of 
navigation and ship handling on the part of 
merchant navy masters. 

The vital elements of surprise necessitated 
wireless silence and the minimum of visual 
signaling. 

Every ship arrived and disembarked their 
assault troops punctually except for one 
which was damaged by a torpedo and which 
subsequently reached harbor. This was the 
only casualty prior to the landings. 

Cover against powerful Axis surface forces 
in the Mediterranean was provided by forces 
of British capital ships and aircraft carriers. 
This force was commanded by Vice Adm, Sir 
Neville Syfert with Rear Adm, Arthur L. St. 
G. Lyster in command of the carriers. 

A force of United States capital ships under 
Rear Adm. Robert C. Giffen, USN, acted as 
the covering force for the Casablanca opera- 
tions against Vichy or Axis interference in 
the Atlantic. A naval air force under Rear 
Adm, Ernest D. McWhorter, USN, supported 
the operations. Allied submarines operated 
successfully and unremittingly, both in the 
Mediterranean and the Atlantic. 

Attacks by Axis bomb-carrying and tor- 
pedo carrying aircraft against our sea borne 
forces in the Mediterranean in the days sub- 
sequent to the initial landings have been of 
varying intensity but the undaunted per- 
formance of fighters of the fleet air arm, che 
United States Army Air Forces, and the R. 
A. F. and anti-aircraft gunfire of the war- 
ships and merchant vessels have made these 
sorties by Axis air forces a costly adventure. 

Intensive attacks by concentrations of Axis 
U-boats both inside and outside the Mediter- 
ranean have also been carried out but have 
failed to hinder the progress of the opera- 
tion. The enemy has sustained severe losses 
in these attacks. 


16 Nov. 

Small French military units have begun to 
cooperate with the eastern and center task 
forces. 

At Oran a French force has joined United 
States troops at their stations. 

Clearance and maintenance of ports and 
harbors proceed. 

On the east the British First Army has been 
reinforced by mobile United States units. 

The Royal Navy maintains control of the 
Western Mediterranean and its approaches. 
This naval force has sustained losses, but 
these have been small in proportion to the 
size of operations, and casualties on the whole 
have been light. 
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Today we took into custody the officer and 
crew of a U-boat which had been sunk off the 
North African coast. 

An additional Allied Headquarters in North 
Africa communique: 

As more details of the 8 Nov. landing on 
the West Coast come to light, it becomes ap- 
parent that this operation was handled by 
the commanding general of the Western Task 
Force, Maj. Gen. George 8. Patton, jr., and 
the naval commander, Adm. H. K. Hewitt, 
USN., in the same splendid fashion that char- 
acterized the operations at Oran and Algiers. 

The nature of the coastline compelled land- 
ings at a number of small beaches and ports. 
Inside the Mediterranean each of the major 
landings was effected relatively near the prin- 
cipal tactical objective, but on the Atlantic 
coast the front covered more than 200 miles 
from Safi to Port Lyautey. 

From these widely separated spots the co- 
ordinated move toward the Casablanca port 
had to be initiated. Careful advance planning 
and resolute execution by both the Army and 
Navy were responsible for the success at- 
tained. 

The work of unblocking and improving the 
harbors is progressing satisfactorily, and it 
is quite certain that General Patton has the 
situation there well in hand. 

General Nogues, French commander and 
Governor of French Morocco, is cooperating 
effectively and enthusiastically. 

On 8 Nov. General Patton personally at- 
tempted to land very shortly after the start 
of operations. At that precise moment a naval 
engagement began. A small boat Patton was 
about to enter was demolished by a gun blast. 

For the next couple of hours General Pat- 
ton became the unwilling spectator of the 
naval battle, with his transfer to shore neces- 
sarily postponed until the warship he was on 
could settle affairs with its opponent. 

When Patton did land, he came directly in 
on the flank of a sharp land engagement, 
which terminated shortly thereafter.
